countries that periodically have 
been ravaged by severe drought. 

“This initiative is 2 decisive 
step in the pursuit of a new in- 
ternational order,” said a report 
issued at the end of a three-day 
meeting here of the organizetion, 
known as the Club of Friends of 
the Sahel. 

The aid program was devised by

The parched coun- 
tries, which are known collectively 
as the Sahel, have been allotted 
more than $2.4 billion since world 
sympathy was aroused by 2 fam- 
ine following a drought that last~ 
ed from 1968 to 1973 in most 
of the countries and which is 
recurring in Chad. 

The §3-billion program is in- 
tended for irrigation and other 
projects to increase food produc- 
tion and halt the southward 
spread of the desert by 1982, It 
4s the first stage of a $10-billion 
plan to make the countries self- 
sufficient. 

France, which ruled six of the 
seven countries before they be- 
came independent, has been the 
principal contributor, giving $644.3 
million in the last three years. 
West Germany was second with 
$224 million and the United States 
third with §211,6 million, The 
Arab ofl countries have donated 
§75.9 million.

Schlesinger Likely Chief

WASHINGTON, June 3 'aPy.

life to five years initially and 
trimmed the powers sought hy 
President Carter for the energy 
secretary.

Poll of F oreign-Minded in U. S. Favors s Troop Cut in Europe

Onerous Task 

So far, neither the United 
States nor apy other Western 
power has signaled a willingness 
to take over from the Soviet 
Union the task of supplying So- 
malia with arms and military 
azsistance. 

The initiative that the Carter 
administration is about to take 
to improve relations with Somalia 
reportediy is limited to an initial 
offer of economic assistance that 
is far less than the $100 million 
President Mohammed Siad Barre 
has indicated he would like from 
Washington. 

Skepticism about U.S. mten- 
tions has been made clear here 
by the Somali leader's decision to 
ignore for more than two weeks 
8. request by U.S. Ambassador 
John Loughran to discuss Wash- 
ington’s offer. 

Thus, despite mounting tensions 
in Soviet-Somali relations, there 
is no indication that the Somali 
leader will follow the exemple 
of Egypt and the Sudan and end 
his close alliance with the Soviet 
Union. Indeed, it appears that 
he cannot afford to do so in the 
absence of any certain alter- 
native source of arms. 

He has recently told some cor- 
respondents in private that he

It appears from the number 
of Western correspondents sud- 
denly being allowed—and even 
encouraged—to visit here that 
President Siad Barre is also in- 
terested in improving his rela- 
tions with the West. 

Thus, the outcome of the cur- 
rent diplomatic tug of war over 
Somalia between the Soviet Union 
and pro-Western Arab states is 
still uncertain. What is clear 
is that a major bone of conten- 
tion exists in Somali-Soviet rela- 
tions and that the Somalis can 
ro longer count on Moscow to 
support them in their feud with 
Ethiopia. 

Somali officials do not hide 
their bitterness over the Soviet 
decision to become Ethiopia's 
principal big-power ally at the 
probable expense of Somali claims 
to the Ethiopian Ogaden region. 

The Russians have been trying 
to placate the Somalis by offer- 
ing to increase their economic 
assistance and to begin quickly 
several projects scheduJed in the 
next five-year plan they are pre- 
paring for the Somali govern- 
ment. 

But Arab sources here say that 
the Somalis turned down the 
Soviet offer, partly to show .dis- 
Pleasure over Moscow's new pro- 
Ethiopian tilt and partly because 
ubey are not happy with the way 
the Soviet economic aid program 
is being carried out. 

In Southern Yemen. the Soviet 
Union has been working to pre- 
vent a pro-Arab faction in the 
Marxist government there from 
gaining the upper hand over the 
pro-Soviet one, according to 
Western diplomats who recently 
returned from there. 

But contrary to some Western 
reports, Southern Yemen does not 
seem to have gone over to the 
conservative Arab camp. The 
Southern Yemenis have followed 
Soviet policy toward the Ethio- 
Pian military regime and are 
cooperating with Moscow in its 
attempt to bolster the Addis 
Ababa government.

An extraordinary formal 13-month eifort 
to change the rules by which the wealth of 
the world is distributed bas come to an in- 
conclusive end In Paris. Given the immensity 
of the task and the differences among the 
players. no other result from the Conference 
on International Economic Cooperation. of- 
ten known as the North-South dialogue. was 
conceivable. The (non-Communist) industri- 
alized nations could not have been expected 
ta do more than prudently trim sail to the 
stronger but still uncertain winds—actually, 
two winds—of the poor undeveloped coun- 
tries on the one hand and the oil-rich but 
also undeveloped countries on the other.

tries at least drew attention to their demands 
for debt relief, enhancement of their earn~ 
ing and buying power, and more ald. The 
oil producers steadfastly resisted the oi] im- 
porters’ attempt to set up 8 permanent 
forum in which the consumers could have a 
continuing say on oil price and production 
levels. The industrialized states strove to 
diffuse the Third World's attack on their 
privileges by dispersing discussion of partic- 
ular issues to quieter forums in which the 
rich have more control. 

The traditional American faith in economic 
expansion, as something providing new 
gains to others without forelng new losses 
upon the United States, has undergone heavy 
erosion in recent years. But Americans, 
though they pride themselves on their 
sympathy for the less advantaged, are still 
far from ready to yield income or purchas- 
ing power or jobs to citizens of other lands, 
For an administration as determined as Mr.

Tankers and Subsidies 


Thirsty as always for still more subsidies 
and greater federal protection, the miari- 
time industry is back with its oil bill. This 
insatiable coalition of companies and unions 
wants Congress to pass a bill requiring that 
30 per cent of all imported oil arrive in 
American-flag ships. President Carter is re- 
ported to be having trouble making up his 
mind about it. 

This bill would impose a heavy new tax, 
indirectly, on people who buy oil and gaso- 
line. This hidden tax would go to the sole 
benefit of a smal industry already lavishly 
subsidized. There's nothing wrong with tax- 
ing oil to raise its price and discourage con- 
sumption. But it ought to be done openly, 
with the money used for the public's benefit. 
This bill would impose the tax invisibly, by 

_ forcing oil importers to use the most grossly 
overpriced shipping in the world, 

The most credible estimates suggest that 
the bill would cost consumers at least several 
billion dollars a year. Currently, nearly ail 
imported oil arrives in ships that are reg- 
istered abroad—even if they are owned by 
U.S. companies—to avoid excessively expen- 
sive U.S. requirements, Despite ail the govern- 
ment aid, U.S. shipping survives only where 
foreign competition is excluded by law, 

The maritime lobby, never subtle, has hir- 
ed Gerald Rafshoon Advertising, Inc. of At- 
Janta, That's the same Gerald Rafshoon who 


worked for the Carter campaign last year. 
The Rafshoon firm has been running ads in 
newspapers, warning that foreign-flaz 
tankers “threaten our environment, weaken 
our national defense, and take away US. 
jobs.” 

In fact, the U.S. Coast Guard has broad 
powers to set safety standards for all ships. 
foreign as well as American, coming into 
U.S. waters, National security is not a reali 
issue; the threat to national security is the 
present degree of U.S. dependence on for- 
eign oil wells, not the flag under which the 
tankers sail. As for jobs, it’s hard to think 
of any industry in which several billion more 


dollars a year would create fewer of them. ᾿

Europe’s Forgotten Promise 


PARIS-—-Europe pays more st- 
tention to the past than Amer- 
ica, so it remembered the 30th

mon civilization. Washington even 
thought in those days of Eastern 
Europe as heing part of that 
“Western civilization” and offer- 
ed to include the states of that 
region in its bounty.

New Study Says Italian Wives,

ROME, June 3 (AP!—A study 
of sexual behavior says that en 
increasing number of Italien 
wives are committing adultery 
because they consider their bus- 
bands to be inadequate lovers. 

Yet, according to the best-sell- 
ing study, a majority of adulter- 
ous wives do not find satisfaction 
in extramarital relations, thus ag- 
gravating their anxiety. 

The study, published in a book 
titled “The Nude Couple,” says 
that 58 per cent of wives imter- 
viewed admitted adultery, up 
trom 16 per cent 30 years ago and 
25 per cert in 1870. The adultery 
raie among husbands remained 
stable at about ἴδ per cent. 

“Only 2 Detusion” 

“I betrayed him for my ovn 
needs,” a 26-year-old public rela- 
tions worker said, “but it was a 
delusion for me." A male lawyer 
from Palermo said. “We need 
others. Sex just with your wife 
is not enough.” 

The two-year survey, conducted 
by authors Norbérto Valentini 
and Clara di Meglio, is based on 
interviews with 1,200 married men 
and women across Italy. Their 
book has sold more than 40,000 
copies. 

The authors consider the wide- 
spread entry of wives into adul- 
tery as the most significant as- 
pect of the survey. They atirib- 
ute it to women's liberation and 
to the tradition of Latin hus- 
bands engaging in sex at their 
own convenience and for solely 
their own pleasure. 

Emerging Sexuality 

“Once women did whet their 
society and men wanted,” the sur- 
vey says. “Their pleasures were 
hardy talked about. If they were 
satisfied, it was a casual thing, 
@ by-} -product. But the woman of 
today is more conscious of her 
sexuality.’

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Nureyev and ‘Romeo and Juliet’

ONDON, June 3 WHT).—It 

was obvious from the very 
beperiee of “Romeo and Juliet” 

Jast night at the Coliseum that 
Rudelf Nureyey has concocted 
something quite tmlike the fa- 
miliar Kenneth Macmillan ver- 
sion performed by the Royal 
Ballet. It was not obvious until 
the second act that he has 
brought the subject many origin- 
al ideas, and created a new work 
which must be regarded as a 
major achievement. 

The first act, slightly dogged 
by first-might nerves and by 
technical mistakes with the 
scenery, told the familiar story 
well enough but seemed to have 
neither distinctive point of view 
nor very interesting choreogra- 


‘4 
a ballet opened strikingly, 
with some sinister dice players 
polling open solid-Jooking Italian 
walls to reveal a death-cart on 
the street behind. 

The gamblers return at the 
end, so that life is shown as a 
game of chance. The first fight 
between the Capulets and the 
Montagues breaks out gently, 
with fisticuffs and kicks rather 
than with swords, a conyincing 
and Shakespearean device. Romeo 
dons tbe Montagues's brown- 
red blouse instead of a mark to 
disguise himself for the ball, and 
Juliet discovers his identity by 
ripping it off, an uniadylike and 
anachronistic action. 

The second act explodes with 
life and invention, ‘Tybalt is 
more sympathetic than usual, be- 
ing goaded into the fight by an 
unusually provocative Mercutio, 
Mercutio first feigns an injury 
so that when he is really wound- 
ed. nobody believes him. His 
companions mock him and stage 
a sham funeral, with Romeo as 
an over-unctuous priest, ‘The 
shock, when Romeo realizes that 
Mercutio is really dead, is all 
the greater. 

Nureyev avoids those embar- 
rassing dying leaps for Tybalt 
atd finds a quieter way af cop- 
ing with Prokofiey at that point, 
and the mourning for Tybalt is 
led by Juliet, whose confronta- 
tion with Romeo as lover and the 
killer of her cousin is much more 
effective than the histrionics we 
usually get from Lady Capulet. 

The last act includes Juillet 
going to bed with a near-naked 
figure of death, Paris courting 
her with a troupe of mandolin 
dancers, her dreaming of Mer- 
cutlo and Tybalt fighting, and 
Romeo dreaming of Juliet.

NEW YORK, June 3 (NYT).— 
The Federal Reserve reported 
yesterday that the money supply 
showed no chadge in the week 
ended May 25 as it continued to 
decelerate from the unusually 
rapid growth rate it showed in 
April. At the same time, the Ped 
reported that New York bank 
loans to commercial and indus- 
trial corporations increased for 
the first time in eight weeks. 


For the week ended May 25. 
the basic money supply, made up 
of currency in circulation pilus 
most checking account balances, 
averaged an estimated seasonally 
adjusted $322.2 billion, unchanged 
from the week ended May 18. 

The ΜΟῚ measure averaged 
$321.7 billion over the four weeks 
ended May 25. Using this four- 
week average of the money sup- 
ply, the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Lows yesterday said that M-1 
had grown at an 1L5-per-cent 
annual rate over the last month. 

This was slower than the 12.5- 
per-cent two-month growth rate 
that Μ-ὶ had shown last week, 
and it led some money market 
economists to assert that the Fed- 
eral Reserve was achieving its 
goal of slowing the rate of ex- 


‘pansion in the money supply. 


At its policy meeting Aprit 19, 
the most recent for which the 
Federal Reserve's aims have been 
made public, the central bank 
concluded that M-1 over the 
April-May two-month period 
should increase within a range 
of 6 per cent to 10 per cent.

U.S. Joblessness 6.9%, 
Its Lowest in 21/2 Years

WASHINGTON, June 3 {ἘΠ Ὶ". 
—The US. economic recovery 
continued last month with un- 
employment dipping below 7 per 
cent for the first time in 2 1/2 
years and a substantial easing 
in the upward surge of wholesale 
prices, the Labor Department re- 
ported today. 

The jobless rate stood at 6.9 
per cent, down 0.1 per cent from 
the April figure. The decline 
was brought about by a rise of 
385,000 in the number of em- 
ployed. pushing the total to 904 
million. The May fisure was 2.1 
per cent below the peak recession 
figure of 9 per cent recorded in 
May, 1975. and was at its lowest 
point since November, 1974 

Wholesale prices, which had 
been increasing at a 10-per-cent 
annual rate since January, slow- 
ed to a rise of 0.4 per cent in 
May. far below the 1.1-per-cent 
jumps in March and April. 

A big drop in farm prices. a 
decline of 23 per cent and the 
first decrease in six months, was 
the major factor in the slow- 
down. 

Industriat Price Bise 

Industrial prices rose 0.4 per 
cent, the smallest increase in five 
months. Fuel and power prices 
continued to rise. 

The decrease in unemployment 
and the apparent break in the 
meteoric rise of wholesale prices 
were certain to cheer administra- 
tion officials who had been con- 
cerned that a continued increase 
in inflation would adversely af- 
fect measures to reduce unem~ 
ployment stil] further. 

The wholesale price index stood 
at 1952 in May, meaning that 
goods costing $100 in 1967 would 
cost $195.20 now. 

For the rear ending in Mary. 
the wholesale price index rose 7.3 
per cent and such increases are 
eventually translated into higher 
costs of the retail goods and 
services that make up the con- 
sumer price index. 

The May increase m total em- 
ployment was the seventh con- 
secutive monthly rise. The num- 
ber of Americans in the work 
force reached 62.2 per cent, 4 
record. 

Work Force 

The Labor Department said 
that the size of the work force 
had increased by 2.6 million in 
the last year. with adult women 
accounting for more than half 
the increase. 

The jobless rate for women 
continued to fal] last month, 
reaching 6.6 per cent. The un- 
employed rate for adult men rose 
to 5.7 per cent.

WE THOUGHT WE COULD DO ANYTHING 


By Henry Ephron. Epilogue by Nora Ephron. W. W. Norton. 
Mlustrated. 211 pp. $8.95. 2

‘ROM Kaufman and Hart in 
“Once in a Lifetime” to 
Erica Jong’s latest, the in- 
dignities suffered by writers in 
Hollywood have been chronicled 
in great detail with either 
hilarity or bitter antipathy. Now 
Hollywood—in the senses of 
film capital and state of mind— 
no longer exists. All these movies 
‘Written by people who were 
called sellouts in their day are 
studied in film courses and a 
small wave of revisionism is 
lapping the intellectual shores. 
Movies are still by and large n 
the hands of τ bankers and 
Money men, but writing them, 
even if for ἃ quick buck, is no 
longer regarded as a Faustian 
bargain. 

Henry Ephron's cheerful ac- 
count of his career as a screen- 
writer with his collaborator and 
wife, Phoebe, meshes with the 
new mood τὸ reads at times 
like a script for a nice, com- 
mercial upbeat comedy with lots 
of funny lines, written by Henry 
and Phoebe Ephron. The two 
were bright, talented and in 
love, and if that sounds corny, 
it doesn't read cormmy in “We 
Thought We Could Do Anything.” 
As Ephron tells it. the two even 
“met cute” in the Hollywood 
parlance. in New ‘York. where 
she was workirg for Gilbert 
Miller, the producer, and he was 
8 stage manager for George S. 
Kaufman and Moss Hart. On 
their first date. when Ephron 
was still working in his father's 
carpet business and writing 
plays at night. he told her: 
“Phoebe. I expect to be a good 
Playwright soon, and I have no 
time for courtship. Will you 
marry me°*" To which Phoebe 
Teplied, “Let me read one of 
Your plays." Ephron brougot 
over one of his social-democracy 
period opuses about a refugee 
being persecuted by the German- 
American Bund—this was in 
1933—and the next day Phoebe 
simply said, "Ὁ." 

Years later, τ στ they were 
Working on a script, he sud- 
denly thought to ask what if 
she hadn't liked the play. “T 
uever read it,” she said. “I 
was dating a boy who plared 
third bese for the Jersey City 
Giants, and I was looking for 


somebody smart. Also, you 
didn’ try to sleep with me the 
first night.” 


After they were married and 
had their first daughter of an 
eventual four, they collaborated 
on ἃ play, “Three's a Family.” 
drawn, as wes much of their 
writing, from their own family 
—in this case Mrs. Epbkror's 
aunt. a house der‘'st for Lord 
& Taylor. whose husband look- 
ed after the children while she 
Worked. This domestic arrance- 
men, was obviously a comedic 
Premise back i~ 1942, when they 
wrote the play. Ii was the first 
of meny collakorations and their 
ticket to Hollywead. 

When they left. their friends 
sounded the standard warnings. 
bub. as Ephron recalls. “we were 
perfectly prepared to "προ to Hol- 
lywwood.’ " They both loved 
movies and knew tne names of 
the directors and screenwriters 
as well as stars. Upon arrival 


they were αὖ once assigned to a 
Picture with Ernst Lubitsch at 


Their fortunes took an imme- 
diate sickening dip, with the only 
Picture in sight a story about a 
dog who goes to war. Actually it 
Was a twist on a favorite Holly- 
wood theme of fhe war years, the 
spoiled society kid who sashays 
into the Army or Navy or Ma- 
rines, expecting breakfast in bed, 
only to learn that this is war. 

They managed to get out of 
that one and go on to write 30 
screenplays, including “Ihe Jack- 
pot.” “The Desk Set.” “Car- 
ousel,” which Ephron produced, 
and “There's No Business Like 
Show Business.” While some of 
the familiar Hollywood ogres ap- 
pear, the Ephrons worked well 
with enough of the producers, 
cirectors and stars to carve out 
@ good career. 

For every John Ford— whom 
Ephron delineates as a bigot but 
whose “The Grapes of Wrath” 
makes him shed tears every time 
he sees it—there were people 
lke Darryl F. Zanuck, who 
emerges 25 a tougi. but fair boss, 
the courtly director Henry King 
and classy stars such as Jimmy 
Stewart, Fred Astaire, Spencer 
Tracy and Katherine Hepburn. 

When they clashed with an 
ogre lise Jack Warner, the 
Ephrons could handle him. 
Warner once read their screen- 
pley of “Look for the Silver 
Lining," ἃ life of Marilyn Miller, 
who died at the peak of stardom, 
and told them it was fine except 
they couldn't have Miss Miller 
die. So out came the death scene 
and in went Mrs. Ephron's brain- 
storm—a final scene in which Ray 
Bolger, watching Miss Miller 
(June. Hayer) dance, intones, 


“Mariivn Miller will go on ~ 


forever.” 

in Hollywood, the Ephrons 
raised a family—a happy one by 
all appearances. “What 2 wom- 
an.” @ friend said. “Wiites a fade- 
out at 6 o'clock and has a baby 
at 9." 

The Ephrons wrote more plays, 
too, including “Take Her, She's 
Mine.” based on letters their 
daugther Nora wrote her mother 
from college. So attuned were 
their minds that once when they 
went off to separate rooms to 
tackle a recalcitrant third act, 
they came up with almost identi- 
cal resuits. 

Ephron keeps the action moy- 
ing: with a light— sometimes 
Ssuperficigl—and deft touch, 

In the last years, when Mrs. 
Ephron was mortally il, the mood 
darkens and he can only suggest 
his deep bereavement. Yet even 


the sadness plays in this script of . 


2 ἈΠῈ ὕπο clever, ebullient people 
collaborated on. Although he 
‘rote this book alone, Ephron 
evokes his wife so lovingly that 
onir the credit “Henry end 
Phoebe Ephron" seems appro- 
priate.
